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A HOMEOWNER who escaped 
when a passer-by spotted a fire 
in his thatched roof said it went 
up in flames “like Guy Fawkes 
night”. 

Roy Hemming, 67, was at his 
home, Willow Beech, in High 
Street, Castle Camps, with grand¬ 
son Oliver, 11, who was doing his 
homework. 

Mr Hemming said: “Someone rang the 
doorbell and said: ‘Do you know you have 
smoke coming from your thatch?’ 

“I rang 999 but the fire was already well 
away It was like Guy Fawkes night.” 

He said firefighters arrived immediately- 
60 tackled the blaze in the semi-detached 
two-storey house at its peak. 

They battled to stop the fire spreading to 
the adjoining home but Mr Hemming’s 
house was extensively damaged. 

The fire started at 4.40pm last Thursday 
and firefighters finally left at 2am the 
following day. The fire service and police 
returned later that day to investigate the 
cause. 

Mr Hemming was also surveying the 
severe damage to the home he shares with 
daughter Susan Hamlett, and her children 
Oliver and Lily, 7. 

He said: "It is an awful feeling. All of us 
got out in the clothes we stand up in.

Police are braced 
to lose officers 


AROUND 1,500 jobs could 
go as two neighbouring 
police forces try to cope with 
dramatic spending cuts. 

The Cambridgeshire force has 
warned that a budget cut of 25 
per cent could mean losing 470 
police officers and 550 civilian 
staff to save £33 million during 
the next four years. 

In Suffolk around 600 jobs - 
although it has not specified how 
many are police officers and how 
many are civilians - could go to 
make savings of around £20 
million. 

Both forces, and others 
throughout the country, are 
preparing for expected Govern¬ 
ment cuts which are due to be 
announced next month. 

Cambridgeshire’s new Chief 
Constable Simon Parr said: “We 
are facing a fundamental shift in 
the way public services are 
delivered.

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“My job is to understand that, 
interpret it and bring about a new 
way of policing.” 

He said the force could save 
money by sharing some specialist 
functions such as firearms units, 
crime scene investigation ser¬ 
vices, murder investigation teams 
and road policing with neigh¬ 
bouring forces. 

Suffolk already has a joint 
major crime investigation team 
with the Norfolk force. 

Suffolk’s Chief Constable Simon 
Ash said the county’s force was 
“anticipating and planning” for 
severe budget restrictions. 

He told the county’s police 
authority that the latest cuts were 
on top of £1.4 million spending 
reductions which were being 
made this year. 

He said: “This challenge is 


particularly difficult in light of the 
fact that we are already an 
extremely efficient force with one 
of the lowest costs per head of 
population and 250 people fewer 
than the average of our most 
similar forces. 

“This is an unprecedented 
financial situation which will 
change our organisation and the 
way it delivers policing to 
Suffolk.” 

■ Violent crime rose in Suffolk in 
May and June, according to the 
latest figures reported to the 
police authority. 

Across the county, violence 
resulting in injury was up by 13 
per cent in the first quarter of this 
year from April. 

But the force has said that total 
crime is the lowest for nearly 10 
years with 4,045 fewer offences 
recorded. 
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Ex-pupil of sadistic 
head tells of abuse

ONE of the victims of 
sadistic headmaster 
Derek Slade has spoken 
out about the abuse he 
suffered. 

Russell White, 40, who now 
lives in Haverhill, is one of the 
few people to speak publicly 
about the brutal beatings and 
sexual abuse he suffered at the 
hands of the former boarding 
school head in the 1980s. 

Slade, an Oxford-educated 
teacher, was jailed for 21 years 
by Ipswich Crown Court last 
week for sexually and physic¬ 
ally abusing boys at private 
schools in Norfolk and Suffolk 
he ran in the 1970s and 80s. 

He hit boys with a table 
tennis bat, a cane and his bare 
hand, and gave “kickings” to 
boys who upset him. 

He also admitted taking off 
boys’ pants before beating 
them and rubbing their 
buttocks for sexual gratifi¬ 
cation. 

Mr White, a doorman in 
Cambridge, gave evidence 
against Slade during his four- 
week trial and has waived his 
right to anonymity to tell his 
story. 

Mr White was sent to St 
George’s private school, near 
Stowmarket, Suffolk, in 1980 at 
the age of 10 because his 
father was serving with the 
Armed Forces in the Falklands. 

He said: “I first came into 
contact with Slade after I slid 
down a banister outside his 
office. He took me inside and 
beat me. 



“There is no way to describe 
the pain of being caned - it 
was off the scale. 

“Looking back I can see how 
scary and humiliating it was. 

“I would often see boys 
lying on the floor outside his 
office, with Slade punching 
and kicking them before 
pulling them into his office. 

“There were some who he 
never touched and no-one 
knew why. But if you were one 
of those he chose, you would 
get everything - beatings and 
sexual abuse. 

“There are lots more kids 
out there who haven’t come 
forward because of their 


personal situations. They can’t 
bear to go through it, but I had 
to stand up and say what 
happened.” 

Mr White says the three 
years of abuse at St George’s 
left him hostile to education 
and he left school without any 
qualifications. 

He spent seven years in the 
air force before becoming a 
prison warden. 

He said: “After Slade, I 
couldn’t trust anyone. 

“It destroyed my relation¬ 
ship with my father. 

“I didn’t speak to him for 
many years - I didn’t feel I 
could trust men, and I only 


really had a strong relation¬ 
ship with my mother. 

“He’s now dead so I can’t 
change that. 

“I still suffer from night¬ 
mares about my time there. 

“When I watch the TV and 
see people in distress it brings 
it all back.” 

Now he wants to give hope 
to other abuse victims. “None 
of us has done anything 
wrong. I am not ashamed of 
what was done to me - it was 
not my fault. 

“Victims of abuse need to 
know they have done nothing 
wrong. And speaking out 
about it is half the battle.”

Go-ahead to move 
Friday market 

PLANS to move Haverhill’s Friday market 
to the High Street have been approved by 
borough councillors. 

Moves to revitalise the town’s market - 
as well as the Bury St Edmunds market - 
were discussed by members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s cabinet. 
The proposals include pressing ahead 
with plans to switch the Friday market 
from the market square to the High 
Street, although some concern has been 
expressed about access for drivers with 
blue badge disabled permits and the 
width of the road. 

A review is also to be carried out of the 
market layout on Saturdays to improve 
accessibility and access to nearby 
shops. 

The proposals include making the market 
stalls appear more attractive to 
customers. 

They also call for closer working with the 
town council and the town centre 
manager so that the market is integrated 
with specialist markets organised by the 
town council. 

St Edmundsbury’s Haverhill area working 
party backed the proposals in July and 
the recommendations were approved by 
the cabinet.

Student premium should be 
set at £3,000, says charity

AN extra £3,000 per pupil needs 
to be spent to close an edu¬ 
cation gap between pupils from 
poor backgrounds and those 
whose parents are well off, 
according to a children’s charity. 

Save the Children is pressing 
for the Government to pay the 
“pupil premium” which would 
bring an extra £27.4m to 
Suffolk’s schools. 

GCSE results reveal that only 
38 per cent of the poorest 
children in Suffolk managed five 
good GCSE passes compared to 
69 per cent of their better-off 
classmates. 

Launching their national 
“Better Odds at School” 
campaign, Save the Children 
have highlighted the link 
between levels of deprivation at 
home and a child’s academic 
achievement in the classroom 
with those on free school meals 
far less likely to achieve five A*- 


C grades than their wealthier 
classmates. 

In Suffolk, there are currently 
9,131 children receiving free 
school meals. 

The coalition government has 
committed to a pupil premium, 
but has not as yet said how 
much it will give per pupil - a 
decision that is likely to be 
revealed soon after the October 
20 Comprehensive Spending 
Review announcement. 

Save the Children is calling for 
the level to be set at £3,000 per 
pupil, doubling existing funding 
for the poorest children. The 
cash would help pay for more 
one-to-one support or catch-up 
tuition, more after-school or 
holiday study programmes and 
extra teachers. 

Sally Copley, Save the 
Children’s head of UK policy, 
said: “It’s simply wrong that at 
every stage of schooling, the 


poorest children in Suffolk do 
worse and make less progress 
than their better-off classmates. 

“Having such an attainment 
gap is totally unacceptable in 
2010. To break this cycle of 
underachievement, children 
from the poorest homes must be 
given high-quality additional 
support to ensure they can 
achieve their potential. To 
provide this, head teachers need 
substantially more money. 

“By doing this, we’ll benefit all 
Suffolk’s children in the long run 
- helping raise standards, 
improving results and bringing 
more money into schools.”

Prescription fraud is 
costing county £2m 


FRAUDULENT prescription claims 
worth almost £2 million were made 
in the past year, according to NHS 
Suffolk. 

It is a criminal offence to falsely 
claim a free prescription and could 
result in a fine or a court appearance. 

Wendy Boother, NHS Suffolk’s local 
counter fraud specialist said: “Many 
people are entitled to claim a free 
prescription, sight test or dental 
treatment due to their age or because 
they have a specific medical 
condition or are on a low income. 

“However, some people who claim 
are not entitled to do so. 

“In some cases people may have 
made a genuine mistake. In other 
cases it is a deliberate attempt to 
avoid paying the charges. Last year 
prescription fraud cost NHS Suffolk 


an estimated £1.9 million.” 

She said everyone has a 
responsibility to be aware of whether 
or not they are entitled to a free 
prescription and that regular checks 
are made to verify the validity of 
claims. 

NHS Suffolk can issue a penalty 
charge notice of up to five times the 
cost of a prescription, and persistent 
offenders could end up in the small 
claims court. 

Anyone who is unsure of their 
eligibility should check what help is 
available with health costs online at 
www.nhs.uk.

Plans for homes next 
to bypass are rejected 


Inmate 

denies 

murder 


AN inmate collapsed in a 
pool of blood and almost 
died following an attack 
inside Highpoint Prison, a 
court has been told. 

It is alleged that another 
prisoner was responsible for 
inflicting a six-inch long gash 
to the face and neck of Barry 
White during an incident on 
December 14 last year. 

Mr White lost so much 
blood that his blood pressure 
could not be read and his life 
was only saved through the 
skill of medical staff, pros¬ 
ecutor Charles Myatt told a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court. 

On trial is Monir Khalfi, 23, 
who has pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of attempted mur¬ 
der at the prison in Strad- 
ishall. 

Mr Myatt said the attack 
followed an incident in which 
Mr White was sweeping out 
his cell and a piece of rubbish 
fell from a balcony onto 
Khalfi who was standing 
below. 

Khalfi, who had been held 
in a neighbouring cell for the 
previous six weeks, is alleged 
to have been involved in a 
“verbal exchange” with Mr 
White before apparently 
apologising to him, the court 
heard. 

The two men then shook 
hands but as he turned away 
Mr White felt something 
touch his face and realised 
that he had been cut, said Mr 
Myatt. 

Mr White had collapsed 
outside his cell as he tried to 
chase his alleged attacker, 
said Mr Myatt, and had to be 
given first aid to stem the 
flow of blood from his wound 
before being rushed to 
hospital. 

The jury heard from Mr 
White that he was positive his 
attacker had been Khalfi. 

Mr White said: “It was him 
who cut me. It’s as simple as 
that.” 

The trial continues. 


PROPOSALS to earmark land 
next to Haverhill bypass for more 
new homes have been rejected 
by a planning inspector. 

Mike Moore, the inspector who has 
been considering St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s core strategy for the 
next 21 years, has favoured the council's 
allocation of land north east of the town 
for 2,500 homes rather than Carisbrooke 
Investments’ scheme near Hanchett 
Hall. 

He has said the council’s proposals 
would link the new homes better to the 
town centre and would be the “most 
appropriate strategy”. 

He also backed a report by the 
borough and Suffolk County Council 
which said there was no justification for 
a north-east relief road between the A143 
and A1017. 

His report also confirms a change in 
designation for Wickhambrook from a 
key service area to a local service centre

which will cut the amount of future 
housing development there. 

Mr Moore has ruled that the town 
should not be allowed to absorb 
neighbouring villages as it grows. 

Ian Poole, the borough council’s 
planning policy and specialist services 
manager, welcomed the planning 
inspector’s ruling. 

He said: “The inspector has confirmed 
that nothing can be built beyond the by¬ 
pass. 

“There will be a definite barrier to 
further development.” 

Councillors will consider the 
inspector’s report at a meeting of the 
sustainable development panel on 
October 5. 

It will then go to the council’s cabinet 
on October 20 and the full council on 
December 14. 


Carisbrooke’s spokesman has 
expressed disappointment at the ruling 
and argued that the council’s proposals 
would lead to “physical and environ¬ 
mental impacts”. 

The council’s cabinet on Wednesday 
supported a “concept statement” for 
development at Hanchett End to provide 
employment. 

Carisbrooke, which wants to develop 
the area as Haverhill Research Park, has 
suggested that housing development is 
needed to make the project viable. 

But a report to the cabinet said: “It is 
not . . . considered appropriate to 
consider residential development as the 
first choice . . . when more appropriate 
commercial uses might also make the 
overall development viable.” 

The council officer’s report suggested 
that any new housing estate would result 
in an isolated community without the 
“critical mass” to support local shops, a 
school or other facilities.

CYCLE enthusiasts are 
expected to turn out in 
force to watch some of the 
world's top riders in action 
tomorrow.

ORGANISERS of a festi¬ 
val to commemorate the 
90th anniversary of a war 
memorial want more 
information on the men 
who died for their coun¬ 
try. 

The names of 144 men who 
died in the First World War are 
inscribed on Haverhill’s war 
memorial. 

A roll of honour is being 
prepared as part of a 
Remembrance Festival and 
members of Haverhill Family 
History Group are researching 
the men’s life stories. 

And they hope Weekly News 
readers can help them to trace 
the men’s relatives. 

Alan Bumpstead, history 
group chairman, said: “It may 
lead us to a relative with a 
family story or a keepsake, 
such as a photograph, medal or

letter that would add the 
finishing touch to the stories.” 

Research on Daniel Freeman 
shows he was born in 1885 into 
a long-established Haverhill 
family. 

He married Kate Mitchley in 
1911 and they ran a confec¬ 
tioners and tobacconists at 75- 
77 High Street, Haverhill, until 
he enlisted in 1916. 

After he died in 1918, Kate 
ran the shop but soon returned 
to Cambridge with their son 
Eric where, it is thought, she 
died in 1950, not having 
remarried. The shop remained 
in the Freeman family until the 
1960s and is now an Indian 
restaurant. 

Frank Halls, born in 1879 at 
28 Eden Road, was the 
youngest of a family of nine 


and his parents came from 
Helions Bumpstead. Having 
been a soldier before the war 
he was quickly recalled and 
sent to France where he died 
two weeks later. Pte Halls was 
the first casualty from 
Haverhill. 

Thomas Webb, the same age 
as Frank, lived at 31 Eden Road 
with his wife Rose Parmenter 
and their four children - 
Wilfred (born 1905), Thomas 
(1908), Cecil (1911) and 
Constance (1914). 

Before enlisting in 1914, 
Thomas had been a mat-maker 
at Gurteens and played the 
euphonium with the Haverhill 
Brass Band. 

The full stories, so far, of the 
three men, together with a list 
of all the names on the 
memorial, can be seen at the 


library and Local History 
Centre. 

The Remembrance Festival 
will be held in Haverhill Arts 
Centre on Friday, October 29 
from 10am until 5pm and the 
following day, 10am until 4pm. 

It is organised by Suffolk 
Family History Society- 
Haverhill Group and the 
Haverhill and District Local 
History Group and will feature 
a wide variety of displays, all on 
a broad theme of rememb¬ 
rance.

Courses to curt) 
under age sales 


SHOP staff are being 
offered free training 
about the sale of alco¬ 
holic drinks and other 
age-restricted prod¬ 
ucts, including cigar¬ 
ettes. 

Training is being offered 
in Haverhill and Newmarket 
as part of the scheme. 

At least one shop owner in 
Haverhill has been pros¬ 
ecuted for under-age drink 
sales. 

The Retailer Training

The scheme is being run 
by Suffolk County Council 
Trading Standards in part¬ 
nership with the East of 
England Co-operative 
Society and the Western 
Area Community Safety 
Partnership. 

It is initially only open to 
small to medium sized busi¬ 
nesses in the St Edmunds- 
bury, Forest Heath and Mid- 
Suffolk council areas. 

Stuart Hughes, senior 
Trading Standards officer at 
Suffolk County Council, 
said: “We’ve done a lot of 
work with retailers across 
the county to make sure 
they’re aware of the con¬ 
sequences of selling age- 
restricted products to those 
who are under age and this 
is the next step in ensuring 
Suffolk continues to be a 
safe county to live and work 
in. 


“Working with the East of 
England Co-operative we’ve 
been able to devise a course 
which will teach those who 
are in charge of the sales to 
know what to do if they are 
faced with a situation in¬ 
volving a child trying to 
illegally buy a product 
which is age restricted.” 

Roy Begernie, environ¬ 
mental health, safety and 
compliance controller for 
the East of England Co¬ 
operative Society, said: 
“Following these initial 
courses we hope the scheme 
will be expanded across the 
East of England Co-op’s 
trading area and others will 
take our lead elsewhere in 
the country.” 

The sessions will be held 
at Haverhill fire station on 
November 18 and February 
17, at Newmarket fire station 
on October 20 and January 
13, and at Bury St Edmunds

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New shelters 
at bus station 
awaiting quote

NEW shelters at Hav¬ 
erhill’s bus station are 
set to be installed 
once a council agrees 
a final quote. 

There has been major 
public protest over the 
shelters since they were 
installed last year as part of 
a refurbishment costing 
nearly £300,000. 

A Suffolk County 
Council spokeswoman 
would not commit to an 
exact date for the new 
work but said: “We are 
waiting on a final quote 
and we can then proceed 
to put in the new shelters.” 

Passengers have com¬ 
plained the shelters are too 
small and the entrances 
were too close to the kerb, 
making it difficult to get on 
and off buses.

Mums with buggies and 
the elderly are particularly 
affected by the problems 
and it is expected to cost 
Suffolk County Council 
around £60,000 to replace 
the shelters. 

The owner of an animal 
sanctuary thinks the 
scrapped shelters could 


make ideal homes for her 
creatures. 

Carol Harris, who this 
week has completed 33 
years running the Jaybeth 
Animal Sanctuary in 
Barnardiston, would be 
keen to reuse the shelters. 

She said: “As they are 
weatherproof and virtually 
indestructible, and airy 
and well lit in daylight, 
they are potentially ideal 
shelters for animals. 

“With very little work, 
they could be aviaries, cat 
houses, rabbit and guinea 
pig houses. 

“The shelters could be 
moved, if necessary. They 
could easily be sterilised 
and with infra-red heating 
installed, all sorts of 
creatures could benefit.” 

But the council has 
already identified other 
sites to reuse the shelters 
and two are earmarked for 
elsewhere in Haverhill.

OAR waited 
five hours 
for doctor 
- inquest 


A PENSIONER died in 
hospital after waiting 
more than five hours to 
be seen by a doctor, an 
inquest heard. 

Adrian Holbrow, 48, says 
his 87-year-old father Roland 
Holbrow was “let down” after 
being made to wait so long. 

The former miner and 
lumberjack died at Musgrove 
Park Hospital in Taunton, 
Somerset, on August 14 after 
waiting around five-and-a- 
half hours for a doctor to visit 
him. 

Mr Holbrow was admitted 
to the hospital after concerns 
were raised about his 
breathing. 

Nurses monitoring the 
pensioner repeatedly called 
for a doctor but by the time 
one finally arrived, he had 
died of pneumonia. 

At Mr Holbrow’s inquest, 
West Somerset Coroner 
Michael Rose recorded a 
verdict that he died of 
natural causes. 

His son, from Haverhill, 
said his father should never 
have waited so long. 

Mr Holbrow said: “Basic¬ 
ally the doctor should have 
arrived a lot quicker. 

“The verdict was natural 
causes but if the doctor came 
he might have helped my 
father. 

“The system let him down 
and as far as the doctors are 
concerned he should not 
have waited five-and-a-half

hours. He should have been 
seen sooner, when he first 
arrived. 

“If there’s one thing to 
come from my father’s death 
then I hope no other family 
goes through this.” 

At the inquest, Mr Rose hit 
out at European rules 
restricting junior medics’ 
working hours. 

He described the Euro¬ 
pean Working Time Directive 
(EWTD) as a “political 
matter” but said he believed 
Health Secretary Andrew 
Lansley was aware of it. 

He said: “Hospitals are 
running into problems. 

“I can see the clear warn¬ 
ing signs, although I am not 
going to refer this to Mr 
Lansley as I think he will 
already be aware of it. 

“I think hospitals are 
coping with it and I hope I do 
not see further cases of it in 
the future.” 

Dr Stuart Walker, a 
consultant radiologist at the 
hospital and clinical director 
of A&E, told the inquest that 
Mr Holbrow’s treatment had 
been “unacceptable” and 
“very poor”. 

Dr Walker said a review 
into Mr Holbrow’s death 
would bring about changes 
to the way patients were 
seen.

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Little Laurie is in danger of 
choking every time he eats 



S ITTING on the 
sofa, quiet as a 
lamb, little 
Laurie Hayes is 
eating an apple. 
Concentrating hard 
on the job in hand, 
he’s chewing every 
mouthful slowly and 
very carefully For a 
four-year-old with 
bags of energy - who 
really wants to be 
bouncing on his 
trampoline or 
forward rolling 
across the carpet- 
it’s an impressive feat 
of self-control. 

Like his health¬ 
conscious comic hero 
Sportacus, who’s 
emblazoned across his T- 
shirt, apples are among 
Laurie’s favourite foods. 
But he has to eat them 
with extreme care - 
because he’s at constant 
risk of choking. 

“What do we say when 
you get something caught 
in your throat, Laurie?” 
asks mum Rachel Hayes, 
“We say I’ve got a sticky,” 
replies the little boy. “And 
we have to pat my back - 
like this...” 

Laurie was born with a 
rare and potentially 
deadly congenital 
condition. Known as 
TOF/OA (Tracheo-

Oesophageal Fistula and 
Oesophageal Atresia), it 
affects just one in every 
3,500 babies born in the 
UK. As a result, Laurie’s 
foodpipe came to a dead¬ 
end - and his stomach 
was attached to the foot 
of his windpipe. 

The first few weeks of 
his life were a battle: he 
was on the operating 
table days after being 
born; the next month was 
spent in intensive care. 
And the following months 
were a real rollercoaster: 
among other things, a 
bout of pneumonia put 
him back on life support. 

A smiley and outgoing 
little boy, the pre-schooler 
is now a picture of health. 
In between practising roly 
polies, he lets out a deep 
belly laugh so contagious 
you can’t help but join in. 

“He’s got a laugh like 
Sid James,” smiles Rachel, 
watching Laurie while she 
bottle-feeds his little 
brother, eight-week-old 
Callum. “He’s such a 
lovely little boy. When I 
look at him now I think 
how lucky we are, how 
much worse things could 
have been. But that’s not 
to say things haven’t been 
traumatic at times: a 
rollercoaster ride is 
exactly howl’d describe 
it.” 


Rachel and her partner 
Mark Shepherd, who live 
in Elsworth, decided to 
try for a baby back in 
2005. “It wasn’t a 
desperate thing, we 
thought ‘If it happens, it 
happens’,” remembers 
Rachel, 41. “I had a 
miscarriage first time, 
then fell pregnant with 
Laurie in early spring 
2006.1 was always quite 
happy to experience 
pregnancy; it was the 
responsibility at the end 
of it that worried me. But 
the pregnancy was just 
horrible: by the end I was 
on crutches and could 
barely walk.” 

Rachel developed a 
condition called 
Symphysis Pubis 
Dysfiinction, SPD for 
short: the two halves of 
her pelvis, normally held 
tight by ligaments, started 
to separate - leaving her 
in total agony. 

“In the end I was in so 
much pain I asked to be 
induced,” recounts 
Rachel. “They induced 
me on New Year’s Eve, but 
he didn’t arrive until the 
third of January. The 
whole thing was a bit of a 
nightmare. I’d just got to 
the pushing stage when 
someone said ‘The baby’s 
in distress - emergency C 
section’...” 

Delivered by caesarean 
at Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital, Laurie initially 
seemed perfectly healthy. 


But, back on the 
maternity ward, Rachel 
soon realised something 
was wrong with Laurie - 
seriously wrong. “I 
couldn’t get him to feed 
and he kept coughing up 
all this mucus,” she 
recalls. “But the nurses 
said the coughing was 
usual for a C section 
baby.” 

At 10 hours old, Laurie 
still hadn’t fed, so a nurse 
gave him a cup of 
formula. “Most of it ended 
up on the floor. By 10pm 
that night, I was at the 
nurses’ station asking 
them to get a doctor to 
look at him. A doctor 
called and asked to listen 
to his breathing over the 
phone; 10 minutes later 
Laurie was whisked away 
to special care.” 

Medics tried to put a 
tube down Laurie’s 
foodpipe, but the tube 
just doubled back on itself 
- it met a dead end. Kept 
stable overnight, Laurie 
was blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke’s next 
morning: diagnosing 
TOF/OA, doctors 
scheduled immediate 
surgery. 

Rachel recalls: “The 
consultant explained 
what TOF/OA was and 
said the outlook was 
positive: operation on day 
one, tube feed on day 
three, breast feed on day 
five and home on day 
seven. But it didn’t quite

work out like that.” 

During the operation, 
surgeon Mr Mudan 
Samuel discovered there 
was a larger than expected 
gap - a full 4cm - between 
the dead end at the top of 
the foodpipe and the 
opening into the stomach 
(which had to be detached 
from the trachea). 

The plan was to pull the 
two ends of the foodpipe 
together and stitch them; 
because the tissue had to 
be stretched so thin, Mr 
Samuel also removed a 
section of muscle from 
Laurie’s shoulder and used 
it to strengthen the join. 
“We owe everything to Mr 
Samuel,” adds Rachel. “We 
believe that made all the 
difference.” 

Because the surgery was 
more major than 
anticipated, Laurie had to 
be chemically paralysed 
for the next five days. 
Rachel adds: “I was 
expecting my baby to 
come back from theatre 
awake. Instead he came 
back sedated, covered in 
tubes, on a ventilator...” 

IfTOF/OAis not 
corrected soon after birth, 
it will cause choking, lung 
disease and damage and, 
ultimately, death. 

“Like most people, we’d 
never heard of it,” adds 
Rachel. “That’s why I 
wanted to tell this story: so 
that one day I’ll be able to 
tell someone ‘He’s got 
TOF/OA’ and they’ll say 
‘Oh, yes, I’ve heard of that’ 

“I can remember going 
back to my ward and 
crying and crying and 
crying until I cried myself 
to sleep,” Rachel 
continues. “We were told 
that he could have 
complications for life: 
nobody could say ‘That’s 
it. It’s over. It’s fixed’.” 

At 23 days old, Laurie 
was allowed home. For the 
next few weeks, he 


struggled. Left with a 
floppy trachea (a 
condition known as 
tracheomalacia), his chest 
always sounded rattly; also 
prone to ingesting milk 
into his lungs, he had a 
string of chest infections. 

“One day his chest 
sounded so bad I took him 
to the GR” recounts 
Rachel. “We were sent to 
the hospital with a 
suspected bronchial 
infection. I left Mark with 
him so I could get a couple 
of hours sleep; by the time 
I got back he was in 
intensive care again, 
battling pneumonia.” 

Paralysed once more, 
Laurie was in hospital for 
10 days during which he 
needed a blood transfus¬ 
ion. He was just 12 weeks 
old. 

Rachel says joining 
TOFS - a charity which 
supports parents of 
TOF/OA children - was a 
huge source of comfort. As 
well as providing 
information, the 
organisation puts parents 
and children in touch, so 
they can share experiences 
and pass on advice. 

Weaning Laurie was a 
challenge. His first ‘sticky’ 

- choking on a piece of 
parsnip which had 
escaped the blender - sent 
Rachel into ‘complete 
panic mode’. 

“To be honest, in those 
early days, I couldn’t feed 
him without shaking and 
having the phone next to 
me ready to call 999,” she 
recalls. 

“But now, 200,300,400 
stickies down the line, I 
know to stay calm.” 

The trapped food, most 
often a chunk which hasn’t 


been chewed finely 
enough, gets stuck on top 
of the scar tissue in 
Laurie’s oesophagus. “It 
can’t go down so it has to 
come up. Sometimes he 
can cough it up himself, 
sometimes we use physio 
- basically patting him 
firmly on the back. 

“Other times the 
blockage is so big it’s 
affecting his windpipe too 
and he can’t breathe. Then 
we have to do something 
he hates: tickle the back of 
his throat to make him 
retch.” 

The future for Laurie 
looks bright: his surgery 
was deemed such a 
success he has been 
discharged by the 
specialist. But - every 
single time he eats - he is 
always at risk of choking. 

The decision to have a 
second child was, says 
Rachel, a nerve-wracking 
one. But, thankfully, baby 
Callum has not got 
TOF/OA (the causes of 
which are unknown): this 
time round, after an 
elective C section, both 
mum and her baby were at 
home within 24 hours of 
the birth. 

“We wanted Laurie to 
have a little brother or 
sister: he’s loved Callum 
from the word go,” she 
adds. “I didn’t want him 
coming to me in the 
future, asking ‘Why didn’t 
you have another baby?’ 
and to reply ‘Because I 
didn’t want to risk having 
another child with 
TOF/OA’: that’s like saying 
‘I didn’t want to risk having 
another you’. Nothing 
could be further from the 
truth: he’s a brilliant little 
boy.”

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Early inspiration 


from Dorian Gray 


TT THEN David 
Wf Geasor first read 

V V The Picture of 
Dorian Gray , aged 15, he 
knew, there and then, that he 
had found the inspiration for 
a play he would some day 
write. Fascinated by the 
honesty and vivid emotions 
of the story, it has stayed 
with him ever since. 

David moved from the US to 
Cambridge five years ago. Having 
dabbled in acting, opera singing 
(there are shades of Strauss’ Der 
Rosenkavalier throughout his first 
play), and even the furniture 
business, David began penning 
some ideas of his own and found 
the themes of Wilde’s play naturally 
working their way into his emerging 
script. 

“I felt I had to wait until I’d lived 
a little,” says David, now 45. “At 
first I didn’t know if I had anything 
I wanted to say, and that I didn’t 
have enough experience to say 
anything worthwhile. But Dorian 
Gray was always in the back of my 
mind. It was something that was in 
me, percolating for a long time. And 
it was truthful.” 

Bom in Brooklyn, New York, and 
raised as part of a very traditional 
family, David was also able to 
connect with Wilde’s story on a 
closer level. 


Local playwright David Geasor has taken the complexities of 
Wildean relationships and dropped them into a modern New York 
setting for this theatrical double-bill. Interview by JENNIFER SHELTON 


“Brooklyn is quite provincial 
actually, or it was then, and I was in 
a very conservative, Catholic 
neighbourhood. I remember when I 
was in high school, reading the first 
couple of chapters. It’s the scene 
where the painter, Basil, is talking 
to a friend and it comes out that he’s 
been painting a young man but he 
doesn’t want to exhibit it because 
he’s afraid that it shows his love for 
Dorian. 

“Forme, as a gay 15-year-old, 
that was like, ‘Oh my God! ’. It was 
something I could really relate to. I 
was in love with a boy and I 
couldn’t tell him. So it really 
connected with me. 

“The whole gothic element about 
the picture and growing older didn’t 
interest me as much; I was more 
interested in the relationship and 
how it was going to play out. And 
when I came to writing, I thought, 
‘that's what I'm going to write 
about’.” 

The result was The Strangeness 
of Love, the story of a painter and 
his muse, whose relationship is 
challenged by jealousy, insecurity 
and temptation. Set in a New York 
apartment, it echoes the themes and 
moods of Wilde’s masterpiece, 
which David feels are still relevant 


despite today’s more accepting 
attitudes. 

“It’s about a middle-aged painter 
who falls in love with a guy in his 
late 20s. Now, in the modem day, I 
can explore that a lot more openly; 
but I’m trying to stay true to the 
emotions of Wilde’s character, 

Basil. 

“Even though my painter, Stuart, 
is a lot more accepting of his 
sexuality, he’s still secretive and 
almost over-protective. And that 
still affects the relationship. 

“You think that everyone’s 
adjusted to gay life now, but even if 
people are, you can still have your 
own personal idiosyncrasies that 
affect a relationship.” 

Though focusing on the 
relationship between two men, 
David has aimed to create a critique 
of a relationship that could be 
applied to anyone who has ever 
been jealous, fearful or in love. 

“I don't want the emphasis to be 
just on that aspect. I think it’s much 
more interesting if you treat it just 
as any truthful relationship. In fact, 
after the stage reading, it was 
mainly women who came up to me 
and said that they saw the 
relationship as applying to their 
lives. I loved that comment. That’s 


really what the play’s about.” 

David has a whole team behind 
him who have helped bring his idea 
to life. Among them is Cambridge 
artist Nicholas James Juett, who has 
supplied some of the artwork for 
the play. 

A second one-act play will 
follow The Strangeness Of Love, 
which David wrote to complement 
the first play. Loosely based on The 
Importance of Being Earnest, A Bed 
For The Night is a light-hearted 
comedy set on the eve of the Gay 
Pride march in Manhattan, where 
characters become entangled in a 
plot of confused identities. This also 
has an operatic feel, after David 
found there were themes 
reminiscent of Mozart's The 
Marriage of Figaro. 

The pair of plays, collectively 
titled Wilde in New York, opens in 
Cambridge on Tuesday. After its run 
at the ADC, David hopes to take the 
play to Edinburgh - and maybe 
even further afield.

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’ rollicking comedy, 
based on Posy Simmonds’ 
much-loved graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset 
during an unseasonably hot 
spell, Tamara Drewe 
chronicles a turbulent year in 
the life of a young woman 
struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches 
during the grieving process 
also undergo transform¬ 
ations, gaining the strength 
to make tough decisions 
about their personal 
relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their 
catastrophic conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini

Tips for creating next 
year's riot of colour 


T here’s not much that 
Chris Blom doesn’t 
know about bulbs. 

As a director of Bloms Bulbs, 
the award-winning family-run firm 
which this year celebrates it 150th 
anniversary and its 60th gold 
medal at Chelsea, he has spent 
much of his life growing, 
developing and nurturing bulbs. 

You might think that after more 
than a century of development it 
would be easier to grow bulbs now 
than it was when the company first 
started, but that’s not so, he says. 

“I don’t think it’s easier, but the 
varieties you have now are stronger 
and the breeding’s better so you get 
better displays. But the 
fundamentals of gardening remain 
the same today. 

“If you look at something like 
tulips, ‘Alba Regalis’, a lily 
flowered tulip, used to be very 
weak, thin-stemmed and small- 
flowered. Now you have ‘White 
Triumphator’, which is immensely 
strong and big flowered. The 
development of it came about 
before the Second World War, 
when they discovered the viruses in 
tulips and they bred that out of 
them to get stronger plants. 

“One of the biggest changes 
we’ve seen over the years is the

increase in patio gardening. But if 
you are growing bulbs in 
containers, what people forget, 
especially around March when you 
can get some very dry weather, is 
that they do need watering.” 

While beds and borders dry 
from the top downwards, patio tubs 
dry from the sides inwards and top 
and bottom. “March is the time to 
water because that’s when the 
flower bud starts developing. 
Without enough moisture in the 
tubs, you won’t get a properly 
developed flower.” Another 
problem can occur when tubs 
freeze in winter, he notes. 

“Daffodils should always be 
seen as an investment. If you plant 
10 daffodils, the first year you’ll 
get 15 or 20 flowers. In the next 
year you’ll get 50 and above. The 
same goes for lilies.” 


The secret of a good display is to 
concentrate on five or six different 
types of bulbs, making sure you 
plant enough of each type to make 
a show. Dwarf bulbs should be 
planted in groups of 10, larger 
bulbs such as crown imperials and 
alliums in groups of three. Crown 
imperials should be planted at a 45 
degree angle to stop water settling 
in the bulb. 

Unlike many designers, Chris 
doesn’t necessarily agree with the 
idea of repeat planting the same 
bulb throughout a border. 

“I personally think the beauty of 
a spring-flowering bulb is to bring 
the eye to a part of the garden 
which would otherwise be quite 
dull. It just lifts the whole garden. I 
prefer different types rather than 
the same all the way along.

“It’s more interesting to the eye 
and keeps the interest going as the 
seasons continue, from the winter¬ 
flowering crocus, to daffodils, 
tulips and then alliums.” 

Chris’s top five bulbs to plant in 
the autumn are: 

Tulipa ‘Sky High Scarlet’: These 
showy single late tulips, which 
flower in May, produce large 
elongated heads of brilliant scarlet 
red with a slightly darker bloom 
rising from the yellow base. 

Allium ‘Pink Jewel’: Lovely 
allium, which grows to 75 cm 
(30in) in height, producing large 
attractive heads packed with 
delightful lilac rose florets. Flowers 
in June. Plant in sun in the border 
and feed them with potash to 
encourage flowering in future. 

Narcissus ‘Tete aTete’: 
Delightful clusters of miniature 
trumpet daffodils daintily poised 
on each strong stem appear in 
March. Neat buttercup gold 
trumpets, clear yellow slender 
petals. Excellent for pot culture, 
superb naturaliser. Plant with the 
multi-flowered species tulip T. 
praestans ‘Fusilier’ for a stunning 
display. 

Hyacinth ‘Blue Jacket’: 

Produces a solid spike of large 
bluebell flowers silvering slightly

towards the edges of the long 
petals. It stands straight and doesn’t 
tend to fall over. The best way to 
stake a hyacinth is to push a thin 
wire stake down the stem and 
through the bulb when it’s in 
flower, says Chris. 

Anemone ‘Blue Mist’: Pretty 
flowers in slightly varying shades 
of blue, very effective on the 
rockery or used as an undergrowth.

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Eryngium (sea holly) 

This prickly herbaceous 
perennial comes into its own from 
mid-summer until early autumn, 
bearing branching stems of 
metallic steel blue flowers with 
narrow grey-blue bracts. The 
teasel-like flowers vary in size, 
colour and form. Some look like 
giant thimbles, others are pea¬ 
sized, but most are purple, blue or 
silver and are brilliant in dried 
arrangements.

Dorset drivers dash about the 
most, according to a survey of 
speeding conviction hotspots 
released this week. 

Five Dorset areas featured in the 
per-postcode survey of speeding 
convictions by car insurance 
company Admiral. 

As many as 24.2 per cent of 
drivers in the Sandbanks area of 
Poole in Dorset had had a 
conviction in the last five years. 

The only area where there was a 
higher conviction rate was Radlett 
in Hertfordshire, with a figure of 
25.7 per cent. 


The figure for the Westbourne 
area of Bournemouth in Dorset 
was 22.9 per cent - putting it in 
fourth place in the list. 

The Lilliput area of Poole was 
seventh with 21.2 per cent, 

Winton in Bournemouth was 15th 
with 19.2 per cent and West Cliff 
in Bournemouth was 20th with 
18.9 per cent. 

In contrast, St Ives in Cornwall 
appeared to be the most law- 
abiding place, with only 5.5 per 
cent of drivers having had a 
speeding conviction in the last five 
years. 


Second in the conviction 
“coldspot” list was Small Heath in 
Birmingham (5.8 percent). 

In a poll of some 2,100 adults, 
Admiral also discovered that 87 
per cent of drivers admitted 
breaking the speed limit, with 69% 
thinking that the 70mph limit on 
motorways should be increased 
to 80mph or more. 

The poll also revealed that more 
than 10 per cent of motorists had 
a speeding conviction on their 
licence. 

Admiral managing director Sue 
Longthorn said: “Our statistics 


show a worrying trend that people 
see a speed limit as simply a 
guide rather than a speed that is 
appropriate for that road. 

“It’s really a wonder that the 
national average for speeding 
convictions isn’t higher given this 
fact.”

Is this the Astra Sport Hatch’s successor?

THESE are the first official 
pictures of Vauxhall’s GTC 
Paris Concept, which gives the 
strongest hint yet to the Astra 
Sport Hatch’s successor and is 
set to cause a stir when it 
receives its debut on 
September 30 at the Paris 
Motor Show. 

Mark Adams, Vauxhall/Opel’s 
Vice President of Design, has 
described the GTC Paris as, ‘bold, 
pure and iconic’ in its appearance. 
Vauxhall has hinted that a 
production version will not stray 
far from the rakish lines of the 
concept, and if the GTC moniker 
were to be adopted, it would be the 
first time that a Vauxhall has been 
so named. 

At 4.46 metres, the GTC Paris 
offers ample space for five people, 
yet still maintains a svelte and 
sporting appearance. Adams’ team 
has maximised ‘tension’ in the 
design by limiting the amount of 
lines in the car’s profile, and leaving 
the impression that the car’s 
highlights and surfacing are 
‘pressed’ on to the concept’s 21- 
inch wheels. 


Vauxhall’s signature blade 
mimics that on the Insignia and 
creates a fine, tense crease along 
the rocker panel. This combines 
with a second line running from 
the door handle to the rear of the 


car, emphasising both a fine 
undercut and broad shoulder. A 
third line following the silhouette 
of the roof is finished in fine 
brushed aluminium accentuating 
the window graphic and leads to a 


sharply accented integrated spoiler. 

Slim, eagle-eye shaped 
headlamps, flanked by LED 
running lights with chrome 
surrounds dominate the front of 
the GTC Paris. A sharp centreline 


crease runs down the bonnet (a 
trademark styling cue from 
Vauxhalls of yore) and leads to a 
dramatically low trapezoidal grille 
incorporating a chrome emblem 
bar. 

At the rear, the imposing features 
of the concept are enhanced with 
LED tail lights, showcasing a long, 
stretched ‘wing’ night time graphic. 

Underpinning the GTC Paris is a 
specially designed chassis with an 
extra-wide stance. Hinting at the 
car’s power potential is an 
electronic limited slip differential 
and an updated version of 
Vauxhall’s FlexRide adaptive 
damping system. The new Astra’s 
unique compound crank / Watt’s 
link rear suspension provides 
excellent packaging and secure, 
driver-focused dynamics. 

A four-cylinder, 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine, with direct 
petrol injection and Start/Stop 
technology is mated to a six-speed 
manual gearbox, providing drivers 
with high levels of performance 
and fuel efficiency. 

More details about the GTC Paris 
Concept will be revealed before the 
Paris Motor Show.
